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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With regards to 
claims 1, 11,21,31, and 41, the essential difference from the prior art is retrieving a 
predetermined data section expressing an edge in a first image using Laplacean filtering, and 
retrieving a coefficient value from a predetermined table using the predetermined data section as 
an index, and synthesizing the first image with a second image (that is a blurred version of the 
fist image) using the coefficient value. These features in combination with the other elements of 
the claim and the base claim are not disclosed or suggested by the prior art of record. 

With regards to claim 43, the essential difference from the prior art is synthesizing an 
image with a blurred version of the image using a weighted second data structure, wherein the 
weighted second data structure is based on a gradated field in a first data structure, a second data 
structure that associates respective luminance values (determined from the first data structure) 
with pixels in the image. These features in combination with the other elements of the claim and 
the base claim are not disclosed or suggested by the prior art of record.
